000 each for personal injuries and 
four counts of $15,000 each under 
the dram shop act.

Two other teenagers 
were killed. 


Eight Defendants

For 'Doubt,' Issues 
Lengthy Statement 
Frank (Bookie) Lloyd, 34,

attempting to bribe a county 
law enforcer. 


Judge Robert Bracken, in an- 


nouncing his decision, said his'find- 
ing was based on the fact Lloyd 
was not proven guilty "beyond all 
reasonable doubt." 


Lloyd was tried Friday on a 


charge that he tried to bribe Lee 
county Sheriff John Stouffer in a 
bid for freedom on the night of 
his arrest for bookmaking. 


Stouffer 
revealed the alleged 


bribery attempt during Lloyd's 
trial and conviction last year on 
bookmaking charges. 


, Wanted Bond 


Lloyd contended in court Friday 


he did not try to bribe Stouffer 
when he offered him approximately 
$3,000 he had on his person the 
night of his arrest, that he wanted 
the money used to guarantee his 
appearance on a later date. 


In finding the defendant not guil- 


ty, Judge Bracken issued the fol- 
lowing statement:

A judge approaches a decision in 


a criminal case with one pronoun- 
ced advantage over a jury, for the 
judge knows that a state's attor- 
ney whose duty it is to prosecute 
all criminal charges can only know 
one side of the sory when the case 
one side of the story when the case 
can only know what the complain- 
ing witness or witnesses may have 
told him, and if the complaint indi- 
cates a crime has been committed, 
it then becomes his duty to present 
such testimony to the grand jury. 
The defendant does not and cannot 
appear before that body. 


It's Academic 


The court in this case is very 


conscious of me law that it is 
academic, that before a defendant 
can be found guilty of a criminal 
offense he must, in the opinion of 
the court or jury, believed to be 
guilty beyond all reasonable doubt. 


"It is the law, that after a care- 


ful scrutiny of the whole case, there 
arises in the mind of a jury or a 
judge, an uncertainty concerning 
the guilt or innocence of the de- 
fendant, which uncertainty is of 
the weight and quality that if in- 
terposed in any of the graver trans- 
actions of life it would check one's 
final judgement, causing one to 
pause and hesitate, then such un- 
certainty amounts to a reasonable 
doubt. 


The foregoing statement 
has 


been made by the supreme court of 
Illinois. 


Cites "Facts" 


The facts in this case indicate

There are only 15 steps involved 


in making the new aluminum 
storm windows. They are simple 
steps and easy to follow even for 
the least handy home owner. 


Novel extruded aluminum storm- 


window frame strips are among 36 
different 
"do-it-yourself 
alumi- 


num" mill products introduced by 
the manufacturer. The f r a m e 
strips, glass, aluminum screws or 
rivets and friction or plastic tape 
are all that are needed to make 
the windows. 


The only outdoor work required 


is the measuring of window frames 
before the work begins and the 
hanging of windows when com- 
pleted. The 
aluminum can be 


painted, lacquered or finished in a 
variety of ways. 


Each window-frame strip is a 


single length of aluminum having 
a "U" channel and an offset "leg." 
The strip is first cut into pieces 
that form the top, bottom and 
sides of the frame. The "leg" por- 
tion of each piece is then cut to 
overlap at corners of the frame. 
The extent that the leg is offset 
from the channel allows for the 
overlap, making it possible to keep 
channels in line all around the 
frame. The channel portion of each 
piece is mitered for 45-degree cor- 
ner joints. 


Next, the edges of the glass are 


taped, for a tight fit, when the 
glass is slipped into- the channels. 
Putty or glazing compounds are 
not necessary. After the glass is 
installed the frame becomes a unit 
when screws or rivets are driven 
through the overlapped "legs" at 
the corners. 


The simplest method of mount- 


ing the windows is outside the ex- 
isting window casing. The manu- 
facturer suggests several alternate 
methods, including an inside-the- 
casing 
installation . for 
double- 


hinged windows. All directions are

If wintry winds are whistling 


through cracks in the walls of your 
home, then you must be wishing 
you had anticipated them 'way 
back when the weather was more 
pleasant. 


But if you're willing to brave 


the cold, and take a little extra 
trouble, those chill drafts can be 
sealed out with caulking compound. 


This is not the best time of year 


to be caulking because the mater- 
ial stiffens from the cold and be- 
comes harder to smooth out. To 
combat this tendency, place the 
container of compound you plan to 
'use near a'heat radiator or regis- 
ter for a few hours before taking 
it outside. 


There are several ways to apply 


caulking compound, which comes 
in various forms. Perhaps the best 
way at this time of year is to use 
a caulking gun, then the compound 
can be kept warm inside the house 
between fillings of the gun. 


There are two general types of 


caulking guns. One uses bulk com- 
pound from a can and the other 
is loaded with cartridges. The cart- 
ridges are more expensive than 
bulk but less messy. If you order 
bulk compound be sure to get the 
right grade for use in guns. The 
guns can be rented at some hard- 
ware stores. 


The cartridge-type gun is a-wise 


purchase (if you plan 16 buy one) 
for limited usage. Each cartridge 
contains one tenth of a gallon of 
compound—enpugh to cover from 
15 to 25 lineal feet. 


Another type of compound that 


is not imparctical for use now is 
the cord type, which is about the 
thickness of a pencil and conies 
in rolls. It is merely pressed into 
openings with finger tips. Held in 
the hand, it remains pliant. 


There are a number of places 


to check outside the home for 
cracks that admit damaging mois- 
ture as well as cold drafts: 


Around window and door frames, 


door sills, foundation walls, eaves 
and gables, chimneys, warped clap- 
boards or shingles (particularly at 
corners). 


Larger cracks can be filled with 


glass fiber or mineral wool insula- 
t!6n before caulking. A tarred rope 
called oakum, used by boat build- 
ers to caulk seams and by plumb- 
ers, can also be used here. 


Caulking compound isn't meant 


for exterior use aione. It serves 
equally well indoors, around wood 
trim, plumbing fixtures, basement 
ceilings and af the top of the foun-

'Here's the Significance of the 


March of Dimes 


It is important for everyone to realize the personal sig- 


nificance of the current March of Dimes campaign for $75,- 
000,000 in polio-fighting funds. 
. . .

But it is hard to comprehend figures of this size in per- 


sonal terms. We are apt to think of this huge need as "an- 
other one of those things," as we put our usual dime or quar- 
ter into a March of Dimes coin can. 
This is understandable—and also unfortunate, because 


it will take more than "the usual" to do the spectacular job 
the March of Dimes has set for itself this year.

It may be helpful, therefore, to translate the $75,000,000 


into more familiar language. 
The amount of money needed in the polio fight this year 


represents a 50 per cent increase over the amount raised and 
used last year. The reason for the increase is quite clear: 
A whole new program—Polio Prevention—is being 


launched in 1954 by the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 
The program encompasses both the trial polio 


vaccine in which we place such store and stepped-up quanti- 
ties of gamma globulin. 
This new phase of the fight against polio will need more 


than "$25,000,000 alone in 1954. But this is only part of the 
story—one-third, to be exact. 
What makes the polio fight so expensive in this year of 


decision is that Polio Prevention must be superimposed on 
the parent program of patient aid, research and professional 
education. 
Operation of these three programs took upwards of 


$50,000,000 last year including $29,000,000 for patient aid, 
and we must anticipate obligations of equal proportions in 
the months that lie ahead. 
That's why $75,000,000 is needed; that's why it will take 


50 per cent more in '54. And that's why each one of us must 
give more in the current March of Dimes.

Here is another way of expressing this increased need: 


If you normally give $2 to the March of Dimes, your contri- 
bution helps pay the hospital bills for local polio patient 
Johnny Jones, helps train the physical therapist who attends 
him and helps finance the scientific research that not only 
improves Johnny's chances of recovery, but also seeks to pro- 
tect his younger brother from ever getting polio at all. 


By this time the $2 is exhausted. And yet this year still 


another dollar is needed for Polio Prevention—for the mass 
GG inoculations that must be given and for the polio vaccine 
trials involving more than half a million second grade school 
children throughout the nation.

Meals, 37V2 Cents... Primitive Hotels...6 An Important Epoch'.. Northern-most Slave Market

We liked the following description of early hotels in 


the Rock river valley by a writer in 
1878- 


"Hotels in those days were of the 


most primitive character. Generally 
speaking, 
they were one-story log 


structures—round logs, at that, not 
even 'scutched down.' 
If they had 


more than one room, the extra one 
was, in all probability, a 'shed addi- 
tion,' built on the side. If there was 
an upstairs apartment, it was reached 
by a rude step-ladder, made from a 
Racer 


conveniently sized sapling, cut to the proper length, 
through which inch or inch and a half augur holes were 
bored at desired intervals, and then split in halves. The 
smaller undergrowth of hickory, oak or ash, about the 
size of common hoop-poles, were next brought into use, 
cut to the proper length, and the ends dressed down to fit 
the holes in the side pieces of the ladder. When enough 
of these made ready, the ladder was put together, and 
was ready for use. This ladder would be elevated in one 
corner of the room, or, may be, set up in the chimney- 
corner outside, underneath a window or half doorway, cut 
in the end of the upper part of the house. The furniture 
of the 'taverns' was just as simple as the plans and archi- 
tecture of the house. Ofter the floor was nothing but 
earth. As likely as not three-legged stools supplied the 
place of chairs. Tables were often made from puncheons 
split from logs, dressed down with a broad-axe to a 


proper thickness, then fastened together by a cross piece 
underneath, which was held in place by wooden pins. 
In each corner of the table a hole was bored with a hand 
augur, which received the legs. Bedsteads were some- 
times made by boring a hole in one of the logs at the 
proper height, in one side of the building, about four 
feet from the corner. About six feet from the wall a post 
was driven into the ground. One end ,of the side rail 
would be fitted in the augur-hole, and the other end fast- 
ened to tWfe post. The foot rail was provided in the same 
way. Then came the slats (instead of bed-cords), reach- 
ing from the side rail to the side of the house and the 
bedstead was completed. 
Mr Boss says: 'These bed- 


steads were often so made that, by placing one above 
another, one bed-post would support twelve sleepers. If 
the family consisted of both sexes, curtains of deer skins 
or other materials, were hung between the beds- or else 
the light was put out just before retiring. This was done 
by covering up or throwing water on the fire in the fire- 
place, for those were days of economy. If, perchance, 
fires were extinguished, they were rekindled by strik- 
ing flints and catching sparks on tinder'."

Next we have a description of Dixon on the 


day the first Dixon Telegraph wa» delivered to 
local readers. Written by J. H. Moore, who deliv- 
ered the first papers, the item appeared hi a 
pamphlet published by The Telegraph in 1894. 
"May l, 1951, was an important epoch in the history 


of Dixon. Not that there was anything unusual, appar- 
ently, about to happen on that rather chilly morning, in 
the quiet little village that so peacefully nestled along the 
south bank of the river. But ere noon something did oc- 
cur which never in its streets occurred before, and which 
from that time to this has never ceased to recur at least 
once a week, and for the last ten years has been a daily 
recurrence. A boy of sixteen was seen with a bundle of 
local papers under his arm, wending his way from house 
to house and dropping one inside each doorway. He didn't 
have very far to go, for the area of the village reached 
but little beyond the nine blocks bounded by Peoria and 
Ottawa avenues east and west, and River and Third 
streets north and south. There were a few scattering 
houses to the west, and perhaps eight or ten dwellings on 
the nonrth side of the river. From the edge of the bluffs 
at the north end of the railroad bridge nearly every house 
in town could be seen at a single glance, for in their 
circumscribed area they were not planned thickly enough 
to hide each other and there were no shade trees along 
the sandy and sidewalkless streets. 
The court-house 


marked the bounds of civilization in its direction; south 
thereof was a wilderness of brush. The Nachusa house 
was only a hole in the ground; the only school house was 
a little one-story one-roomed building just west of the 
hole- The old dilapidated brick building on the edge of 
E. Bovey's lumber yard, and the present residence of 
J. W. Kent? were the only churches the 'city' could boast. 
Certainly less than a couple of hundred houses served 
all the purposes—public and private—of the 700 men, 
women and children who made up the sum total of Dix- 
on's inhabitants on that morning in May. 


"The front room (of the newspaper office) was filled 


with a few cases of type, printer's stone and the editor's 
chair and table; while an old Washington hand press, a 
table on which to lay the printed sheets, a huge chest, the 
mysterious receptacle of an untold amount of 'copy' 


completely filled the rear of the apartment. 
The entire 


out fit, so wonderfully grand in our eyes, would now make 
the merest amateur smile in derision. But out of this 
little room . . . came the first number of 'The Dixon 
Telegraph and Lee County Herald.'

The Doctor Says: 


Rh Factor Is Complicated 
Component of Most Blood

factor of the blood so I can under- 
stand it?" Although an extremely 
complicated subject, I shall try to 
oblige. 


The Rh factor is a substance 


which ie present in the blood of 
some people and not in others. 
The blood of anyone can be tested 
for this substance and today this 
is one of several testa frequently 
used to find out what blood groups 
a person belongs to. The particular 
importance^ of the Rh factor, how- 
ever, is in relaton to pregnancy 
because it may affect the health 
of' the offspring. 


The Rh factor is not easy to 


explain in simple terms because 
there are sub groups and many 
things which doctors have to 
know concerning the Rh factor. In 
short, 6? per cent of us have an 
obscure substance in our blood 
which classify us as being Rh posi- 
tive. The other 18 per cent are 
called Rh negative and sometimes 
they become sensitive to Rh posi- 
tive blood with possible dangers 
connected with pregnancy or blood 
transfusion. 


If a woman has Rh negative 


blood and becomes pregnant with a 
Rh positive child because the 
father is Rh positive, the child 
may be born with a disease known 
at erythroblastosis fetalis. 


However, this does not always 


occur. The first child is usually 
hea)thy (and often later ones) un- 
less the mother has previously re- 
ceived blood transfusions with Rh 
positive Hood, 1Ui Is 


greater care in this matter. Only 
about one woman in 25 or 50 with 
Rh negative blood and an Rh posi- 
tive husband gives birth to a baby 
with erythroblastsis.

It should be pointed out also that 


even if a child does have erythro- 
blatosis much can be done by 
prenatal care and by giving blood 
transfusion so that in many cases. 
it can be saved. 


From the standpoint of parents 


it may be useful to summarize the 
situation: If both parents are Rh 
positive there is little to' worry 
about. If both are Rh negative 
there is nothing to worry about. 
If the mother is Rh positive and 
the father Rh negative there is 
nothing to worry about If the 
mother is Rh negative and Ihe 
father Rh positive occasional trou- 
ble can be anticipated, tat this is 
by no 'means inevitable.

News 'for Homemakers

After the holiday d?^orations are taken down, the homemaker often 


takes a look around the rooms to see how they might be spruced up a 
bit. 
One item of decoration that can effect a room's over-all appear- 


ance are pictures. Have you treated your pictures as part of furniture 
groupings and not as objects in themselves? 


No picture should appear as if it is dangling in mid-air. There 


should aways be some piece of furniture under a 
picture so that it appears supported. However, give 
thought to the size of the furniture and the wall 
space. Don't place a tiny picture above a large or 
heavy looking piece of furniture. If you lack a big 
picture to fill the space above a large piece of fur- 
niture, group several small pictures together to gain 
the same effect. 


Pictures should be hung close enough to furni- 


ture to form a unity to it. A good rule is for pic- 
tures to be not more than 12 inches above a piece 
of furniture. It's a good idea to hang pictures even 
closer if the furniture piece is over four feet high.

To avoid soil marks behind pictures, just put a thumb tack at each 


lower corner of the frame on the back. Let the heads of the tacks pro- 
ject about one-eighth of an inch. These tacks hold the frame out from 
the wall far enough to permit air to circulate freely around it. In this 
way, dust will not accumulate on the wall.

With Mirrors 


Many homes today decorate with 


mirrors. Wall mirrors can give an 
illusion of space to small or nar- 
row rooms in the home.

New Lampshades

Fat Needed for 
Tip-Top Health 


When the average American de- 


cides to cut down on calories, he 
•ften concentrates on limiting the 
amount of fat he eats. He knows 
fat has more than twice the caloric 
vauel of protein or carbohydrate, 
but he makes a mistake to over- 
look its other important values. 


Nutrition r e s e a r c h specialist 


Alice Forsythe, of the University 
of Illinois, says an adequate diet 
for a normal person will include 
at least a moderate amount of fat. 
Here in America, so many sources 
of fat are readily available in com- 
mon foods that a deficiency is not 
likely to occur except on some 
strange reducing or therepeutic 
diet. 


Research workers who are in- 


vestigating the role of fat in nutri- 
tion tell us that different fats con- 
tain small amounts of "essential 
fatty acids," which the body can't 
manufacture. These essential fatty 
acids are believed to be necessary 
for a healthy skin. Fat also helps 
the body absorb the fat soluble 
vitamins—A, D, E, and K. These 
vitamins are either contained in 
the fats or are carried with the 
fat after being absorbed from the 
other foods that are eaten. By 
traveling with the fat, the vita- 


mins are readily distributed to the 
places in the body where they are 
needed. 


Besides these 
functions, 
fate 


have appetizing flavors and odora 
which stiumlate the flow of diges- 
tive enzymes. This in turn influ- 
ences the uthzation of all the food 
eaten. Fats also have what ia 
called "staying power" or "satiety 
value." A reasonable amount of fat 
in a low calorie diet will keep you 
from feeling hungry for a longer 
period after eating.

Army May Prosecute PW 
Who Changed His Mind

CpL Dickenson Is Placed 
Under Guard in Hospital 


WASHINGTON W—Cpl. Edward 


8. Dickenson, a Virginia farm boy 
who changed his mind about stay- 
ing with the Communists in Korea, 
faces army charges that he dealt 
illegally with his Red captors to 
get better treatment. If tried and 
convicted of one of the charges, 
he could be sentenced to death. 


The army notified Dickenson of 


the charges Friday night, then 
placed him under arrest at its Wal- 
ter Reed hospital here. He has 
been undergoing a physical exam- 
ination. 


List Accusations 


The 23-year-old soldier stands ac- 


cused of unlawfully holding "inter- 
course with the enemy" to get 
"favorable treatment." The formal 
charges say his activities hurt oth 
er prisoners of war held by the 
Reds. 


Officials explained that the filing 


of these charges—based on accusa- 
tions by former fellow prisoners- 
is only a preliminary action. It 
does not even necessarily mean he 
will be brought to trial.

The sheriff testified that upon 


searching the defendant he found 
in his possession 
among 
other 


things, $3035.91; that he took the 
money from the defendant, placed 
;t in an envelope and gave the de- 
'endant a receipt for it. That some- 
lime thereafter the defendant said 
to the sheriff, "You know the 
amount of money in my bag, take 
it all, release me and let's forget 
about the whole matter." The in- 
ference by the sheriff being that 
the defendant was offering the to- 
tal amount of $3035.91 as a bribe 
to release him. This the defendant 
denied and stated what is herein- 
before referred to; that he (the de- 
fendant) intended the sheriff take 
some of that stuff (money in the 
envelope) and keep it until he 
could arrange a bond. The infer- 
ence by the sheriff may have been, 
and probably is justified, but infer- 
ences are not proof beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt. 


Call Justice 


Sometime after 12 o'clock the 


same night a justice of the peace 
appeared at the jail, who apparent- 
ly had been called by the sheriff; a 
complaint was then filed against 
the defendant and a warrant served 
on him; his bond was fixed at $2500. 
The sheriff turned over the cash of 
$3035.91 which he had taken from 
the defendant and the defendant 
gave $2500 of the same cash to the 
justice as his bond. He was re- 
leased from jail about 1:30 in the 
morning, having been in custody 
since 10:30 the night before: ar- 
rangements were made thereafter 
for him to later give a real estate 
bond which he did. 


The statute under which the de- 


fendant has been indicted provides 
that every person who shall offer 
or attempt to bribe, "with intent to 
influence" an office shall be builty 
of the crime of "attempt to bribe," 
the crime for which the defendant 
was indicted. 


"The intent" is the gist of the 


crime charged and in the language 
of the spreme court — "no one 
could better 'know than the defen- 
dant, what his intent was." He 
testified that he said to the sheriff 
at the cell door; "You see that 
bundle of dough (referring to the 
envelope in which the sheriff had 
placed his money) take some of 
that stuff and let me out of this 
joint" and that he meant by such 
remark that he intended the sher- 
iff to take it as a bond and that 
he intended that the sheriff keep 
it until he could give bond and that 
he did not offer it as a bribe. 


No One Present 


No one was present at the time 


of the conversation between the 
sheriff and the defendant; no one 
corroborated the statements al- 
leged to have been made by either 
party.

WASHINGTON (ft — The govern- 


ment is questioning 300,000 World 
War I veterans to try to deter- 
mine whether smoking has any 
connection with cancer or other 
menaces to health. 


The U. S. Public Health Service 


and Veterans Administration said 
Friday questionnaires were being 
sent to the veterans, all holders 
of government life insurance. 


They are being asked to coope- 


rate by supplying information on 
their use of tobacco. The data will 
be filed and studied when death 
benefits are claimed on their po- 
licies.

Sen. Byrd Gives Support 
To Ike's Defense Program 
Differs With Democratic 
Colleagues on Planning 


WASHINGTON (SI — Sen. Byrd 


(D-Va) disagreed vigorously today 
with Democratic colleagues who 
said President Eisenhower's new 
military concept may increase the 
risk of a world atomic war. 


Byrd, a member of the senate 


armed services committee, said in 
an interview he is "strongly in 
favor" of Eisenhower's plan to re- 
duce American g r o u n d forces 
while discouraging any aggression 
with the threat of massive atomic 
retaliation delivered by air. 


In thus taking his stand for the 


administration's fundamental de- 
fense decision, Byrd lined up on 
'the opposite side from Sen. Gore 
(D-Tenn) and other Democrats who 
lit into the Eisenhower military 
program. 


"Only Program" 


"I believe the President is pro- 


posing the only program by which 
we can maintain our defenses with- 
out insolvency," Byrd declared. 


The defense budget proposed for 


the fiscal year beginning July 1 
would be four billion dollars under 
the current year's. 


Gore .complained that so far as 


he knew no Democrats had been 
consulted on the big defense deci- 
sions. He questioned w h e t h e r 
events might not expose the "mas- 
sive retaliation" theory as "a big 
bluff." 


Sen. Knowland of California, the 


Republican floor leader, hastened 
to reply that to doubt the possibil- 
ity the United States might use an 
atom bomb on a city considered a 
legitimate target was to make a 
"very dangerous assumption." He 
said such an assumption might 
give comfort to Moscow and he 
added.: 


"I would not want the men in 


the Kremlin to miscalculate that 
such a strike might not be made." 


Expresses Doubt 


Gore had expressed doubt that 


either of two great powers possess- 
ing weapons that could obliterate 
each other's cities would take the 
first step in so using them. 


Byrd gave his views in an inter- 


view today, saying: 


"We must keep the lead m 


atomic and other weapons and 
with the foreign bases which are 


coming into being we can make 
this threat of retaliation so real 
that I don't believe the Commu- 
nists will dare move toward war." 


Secretary of Defense Wilson ex- 


pressed similar opinions in a Pen- 
tagon news conference Friday. He 
said also he thought the army un- 
der the reduction planned for it, 
could still carry out its mission. 
If a big land war should develop, 
he said, "it would seem to be a 
pretty sure bet it would not" be on 
the continental United States." 


And he argued that in such a 


case land forces could be built up 
quickly. 


Sufficient? 


But Gore questioned whether "a 


threat of retaliation will suffice, 
particularly in those cases which 
appear on the surface to be local 
in nature." 


Knowland said that to indicate 


in advance how the United States 
would react to various possible 
moves would be to "telegraph its 
punches." 


He denied any administration in- 


tention to neglect local defenses 
against Communism.

"The problem is more properly 
one that requires the cooperation 
of each and every grownup in the 
area through which the

Anderson wrote the President 


that 33 persons had lost their lives 


in the canal. He asked protection

SEATTLE (*—Persons sent to 


the King County jail here won't 
have to miss their favorite TV 
programs—they'll find them right 
in their jail cejls.

are being installed in all tanks at 
the jail except solitary. They are 
metered and prisoners can get 
their program in inserting slugs 
which they purchase for 25 cents 
each from the jailer.

Triple Slayer Wins 
Plea; His Murders 
Shocked the Nation 
SPRINGFIELD, 111. UP)— 


The Illinois Supreme court 
has agreed to review the new 
trial plea of William G. Hei- 
rens, 25, who is serving three 
life sentences for the mutila- 
tion slayings of little Suzanne 
Degnan and two 
Chicago 


women. 


Heiren's petition for a review of 


his case under the Illinois post- 
conviction law was approved Fri- 
day by tfte court. In December, 
1952, the former University of Chi- 
cago student lost his bid for a new 
trial in Chicago superior court. 


Indications were that the appeal 


would be heard during the next 
session of the supreme court in 
March, after the filing V>f briefs by 
the Cook county state's attorney 
and Heirens' attorney. However, it 
probably will be two months later 
before the court issues a ruling. 


Was Minor 


Heirens, in his court petition said 


that at the time of his confession 
and conviction he was a minor 
without legal rights in conducting 
legal matters. He charged that his 
attorneys acted against his best 
interests. 


Heirens was sentenced in 1946, to 


three life sentences for three of 
the most savage murders in Chica- 
go's history and 26 charges of rob- 
bery, burglary and assault. The 
effect of the sentences was to re- 
quire Heirens to serve 61 years be- 
fore becoming eligible for parole.

old widow. 


Hacked to Death 


Heirens said he crept into the 


bedroom of the Degnan girl on 
Jan. 7,1946, strangled her and then 
took the body to the basement 
where he hacked it to bits with a 
heavy knife. The girl's head and 
other parts of her body were found 
in sewers in the neighborhood. 


Mrs. Ross was found 
falajly 


stabbed, in her apartment June 3, 
1945. Miss Brown's body was found 
in the bathtub of her apartment 
Dec. 10, 1945. She had been shot 
twice and an eight-inch knife was 
embedded m her neck. 


In his 1952 bid for a new trial, 


Heirens claimed his constitutional 
rights were violated. He said he 
was held in police custody for 160 
hours before any charge was filed 
against him. 


Agaimt Will 


Heirens said he was forced to 


submit to police brutalities and a 
truth serum, sodium pentothal, had 
been administered to him against 
his will. 


However, Superior Judge Haiold 


G. Ward held the charges of po- 
lice brutality were not supported 
by the evidence and that the truth 
serum administered before Heir- 
ens' confession had nothing to do 
with his plea of guilty entered two 
months later.
